W ellsville Lawmakers 
Discuss Water Sys­ 
tem Plans. 


Wellsville council, meeting Tues­ 
day night, passed 
by unanimous 
vote a motion that the proposed 
loan of $192,000 for improving the

W. Settle and Major 
Cheater L. Fordney, the moat talked about 
men in the United State* from the time they 
left Akron 
airport 
in their stratosphere 
balloon Monday morning, slept calmly all 
Monday night In the New Jersey marshes 
while most of the neighborhood s popula­ 
tion hunted for them. 
It looks a great deal 
aa though the commander and the major 
were the least excited of the millions ol 
people Interested In their project. 


Perhaps this is inevitable in the case of 
men who know exactly what they want to 
do and proceed to do It successfully with 
their resources 
of 
knowledge and skill. 
When Charlet Lindbergh faced exuberant 
crowds in Paris after flying across the At­ 
lantic ocean, be was bewildered at first by 
the acclaim he received. 
Many a hero, like 
the naive firemen in the joke, merely “seen 
his duty and (kine It," letting popular ap­ 
proval take cars of itself. 


Despite tbs apparent calmness of Com­ 
mander Settle and Major Fordney, Ameri­ 
cans think the first successful stratosphere 
ascension on this continent warrants un out­ 
burst of enthusiasm. 
Deprived of the op­ 
portunity to revel iu It as au exhibition — 
and Commander b etties unlucky attempt 
to start the ascension from Chicago last 
summer may have something to do with 
that point—they are turning loose their en­ 
thusiasm anyway. 
Their

m ander S ettles comment that It was Just 
an ordinary flight Is a toast to blk modes­ 
ty aud a cheer for his success. 


An American Principle 
The civil work* project, expected to give 
jobs to 4,00(1,OOO men by the middle of lh* 
Comber, Is based on the American principle 
that It is better to g i\e a man a job than 
to give him charity. 
The principle Is con­ 
sistent with the tradition of a nation which 
believes hard work is the key to success­ 
or did believe It until more than lh.OOO,OOO 
of Its people were deprived of the oppor­ 
tunity to work hard. 
It was the original intention of the ad­ 
m inistration to decrease unemploym ent by 
spending in excess of three billions of dol­ 
lars, lf necessary, on public 
works. 
Un­ 
fortunately, when it became evident that 
public works could not be undertaken on 
a grand enough scale to affect unemploy­ 
ment this winter, a su b stitu te became neces­ 
sary. 
The civil works project is the substi­ 
tute. 
W hether or not it. Is a good one re­ 
mains to be seen. 
T he obvious w eakness In the plan Is th* 
Impossibility of employing so many men ad­ 
vantageously. 
They will be set to work on 
odd Jobs. 
Within a few weeks their bosses 
will be up against It to find more things 
to do. 
The result will bo employment of a 
great many men on projects which will be 
fruitless. 
The gesture will be good, but Its 
meaning will be vague. 
Men will not be 
contented 
going 
through the 
motions of 
working when they realise they are doing 
nothing worth while. 
Theoretically, however, It will be better 
for their moral* to be employed than to 
be Idle and dependent on charity. 
Not ail 
of them, of course, will be given employ­ 
ment. 
Many will continue to draw money 
without going through the motions of earn­ 
ing It. 
Th* principle of earning the right 
to live by exertion cannot be applied uni­ 
versally when 
so many 
men are out of 
work. 
U ltim ately, this may lead to the ques- 
tlon whether or not It is wise to attem pt to 
apply the 
principle at all. 
The 
answ er 
seem s to lie in the ability of those in charge 
to find wovk which needs to be done.

Pendulum 
Spain has staggered out of a hectic elec­ 
tion with a headache. 
Founders of tho re­ 
public, eager lo place their governm ent on 
a broad, equitable basis, gave women th* 
right to vote, ami the result a as a strong 
trend away from the republic. 
Posters adm onished believers In the re- 
public to secure their rights by electing I 
men comm itted to m aintaining th* revolu­ 
tion which Is destroying old Spain. Other 
posters appealed to eitlien s to vote against 
the revolutionists and protect, thereby, their 
religion 
and 
their home. 
The effect on 
women voters, apparently, was strong. 
Spanish 
nobles, 
many 
of 
whom have 
exiled themselves since King Alfonso lost 
this throne, flocked home to vote in the 
country's first general election. 
Their sym ­ 
pathy with the former king aud their in­ 
tense dislike of the revolutionists are no 
secrets. 
Like the king, himself, they can­ 
not believe that the republic will last long. 
Just how far back to the right the elec­ 
tion has placed Spain will be clearer when 
the possibilities of coalition In the govern­ 
ment have been probed. 
In some provinces, 
adherents of the 
republic 
made a dean 
■weep. 
In others, they were deflated con­ 
vincingly. 
It is uot Impossible that the 
ultimate effect of the vote will be estab­ 
lishment of a dictatorship—an Ironical by­ 
product of tho attempt to establish a re­ 
public. 
Unfortunately, when the pendulum of pop 
ular opinion swings to one extreme It is 
merely building up momentum for a swing 
In the other 
direction. 
Politicians have 
more reason to deplore tho fact than tho 
people, because it Is politicians who aro 
destroyed by the movement. 
Spain, which 
has been hovering for two years at the 
height of a swing to the left, Is experiencing 
now the inevitable return to the right.

THE NAME OF EATON IN TH E MAHON- 
ING VALLEY

The prom inent 
part 
that Cyras 
Eaton 
of Cleveland took in th* organisation of 
th* ircn and steel industry In the Mahon­ 
ing district recalls the fact that this is not 
the first appearance of the nam e of Eaton 
in this greut industry in the Youngstown 
district. In 1803, Daniel Eaton, w hether an 
ancestor of Cyrus or not th* w riter does 
not know—secured the right to take out 
or* and make charcoal on Yellow creek, not 
far above its confluence with the Mahoning. 
He used the w ater power of the creek to 
drive his m achinery. 
The furnace he built 
was called the Hopewell furnace and was 
the first north west of the Ohio river. 
Two 
years later. Robert M ontgomery and asso­ 
ciates built 
another 
furnace 
on Yellow 
creek, and soon bought the Hopewell from 
Eaton. 
These were both charcoal furnaces. 
Tltey were forerunners 
of 
the enorm ous 
iron and steel Industries that have been es­ 
tablished In the Mahoning valley.

Adams, the second P resident of the 
United States. It may be, however, 
that this national holiday was not 
observed here until the third year 
of his term of office, lf Thom as

Snodgrass F aw cett 
with their four sons and as m any 
daughters plus one so n in la w ar­ 
rived in what afterw ard became ti q 
P ottery city early in the year of 
1798 they m ight have been in the r 
new hom e in tim e to take cogniz­ 
ance of the event follow ing the pre- 
clam ation th at had been issued for 
It by th e nation's chief executive. 
During the presidency of George 
W ashington, he, upon th e su g g e s­ 
tion of both bouses of congress, 
has designated Thursday, Novem­ 
ber 26, 1789, as th© first T hanks­ 
giving day to be observed by the 
new republic of which he had been 
the head since the preceding April 
30. He had Issued the proclam ation 
calling th© nation to prayer upon 
this day on O ctober 3 that year. 
This was 64 days before the desig­ 
nated day.

of providential agency. We ought 
to be persuaded th at a propitious 
ll'a r e n eau never be expectant on 
a nation th at disregards the e te r­ 
nal rules of order and right whit ti 
H eaven itself has ordained.”

T h a n k s g i v i n g Proclam ation ou 
M arch 23, 1798, forty-eight days be- 
fore it was to occur on May 9, 17- 
98. Because of the severity of th© 
w inters of those days it may hav© 
been that the founders of E ast Liv- 
erpool had not arrived here by th at 
tim e. Yet to get in som e crops for 
that first year of their residence 
bere they may have doue so. 
"Th© safety and prosperity of na­ 
tions ultim ately and essentially de­ 
pend on the protection and blessing 
of Alm ighty God.” declared John 
Adams 
in his 1798 proclam ation 
for Thanksgiving day. He m ain­ 
tained that an acknow ledgem ent 
of this tru th is an indispensible 
duty 
which 
the 
people owe to 
Him.'* He added that th© people 
should 
b© inclined, “to that sin- 
cere 
repentance and reform ation 
which may afford us hope of his

F irst Sermon In 1799. 
lf th© initial residents of East 
Liverpool did not arrive in tim* on 
the bankR of th© Ohio river her© 
for th© Thanksgiving day of 1798 
they assuredly were settled herea­ 
bouts by that of the following year 
which John Adams again called. 
This was held on April 25, 1799. 
No less than 25 tim es did John 
Adams refer to God in his 1799 
proclam ation for Thanksgiving day 
which he issued on M arch 6. th at 
year, 50 days before its occurance. 
H e suggested it as a day of hum ili­ 
ation, fasting and prayer. In it he 
spoke of “the volume of Inspiration, 
m entioned 
the 
Holy 
Spirit aud 
spoke of God as the Most High 
God and “ the G reat M ediator and 
Redeem er.” His proclam ation was 
one of nearly a thousand words.” 
It may have been at this 1799

Everyone i* familiar with the 
common expression, "Baby is teeth­ 
ing." Restlessness, fever. Indiges­ 
tion, or constipation of the young 
infant is often attributed to "cut­ 
ting tho teeth.” It I* probable that 
in most instances certainly, this is 
an unconfirmed assumption.
